By the way , sentiment is rapidly changing on the bond issue 
and many people who formerly opposed the plan of issuing bonds 
to pay for certain road building now, hav e swung ov er to the be­ 
lief that the bond issue is all right and all economy . 
The ear 
owner will pay for the bonds and a person not owning a motor 
v ehicle will nev er hav e to contribute a cent toward their pay ment. 
The car owner as a rule wants to hav e the road improv ed without 
unnecessary delay . 
He sav es in car ex pense and in gasoline as 
roads are improv ed. 
If he wants to pay for bonds to he issued 
in order to build now the roads he uses, why not let him go aheat 
and do it? 
Editor Lawson is entirely right— a little more con­ 
sideration about buy ing cars on time and a little more aid in build­ 
ing roads now, is the sensible policy.— Lo a n Pra irie Lea d er.

“If the opposition to buying1 cars on time was as pronounced 
as that of issuing bonds for making certain stretches of the road 
which the cars must travel passable at all times there would at 
least be some consistency in the contention for economy in the 
road program. 
With the money invested in cars in Minnesota 
reaching nearly a billion, apd nearly three hundred million being 
spent annually for renewals and keeping cars running, it looks 
like squibbling to oppose the expenditure of t wenty million to take 
care of stretches of road where the traffic is heaviest, especially 
as it will be the car owners and operators that will have to pay 
both interest and principal of the bonds.” 
By the way, sentiment is rapidly changing on the bond issue 
and many people who formerly opposed the plan of issuing bonds 
to pay for certain road building now, have swung over to the be­ 
lief that the bond issue is all right and all economy. 
The car 
owner will pay for the bonds and a person not owning a motor 
vehicle will never have to contribute a cent toward their payment. 
The car owner as a rule wants to have the road improved without 
unnecessary delay. 
He saves in car expense and in gasoline as 
roads are improved, 
lf he wants to pay for bonds to be issued 
in order to build now the roads he uses, why not let him go abear 
and do it? 
Editor Lawson is entirely right— a little more con­ 
sideration about buying cars on time and a little more aid in build­ 
ing roads now, is the sensible policy.— Long Prairie Leader.
